Shelby 
decided to build his own 
sports car. He imported 
and sold the British AC Ace, 
but decided it would go 
faster with an American 
Ford V8 instead of the 
British straight-six motor. 

• The iconic AC Shelby 
Cobra was born, a future 
with Ford fused, and the 
rest is history. Shelby's 
name is as legendary 



as the Ford Mustang itself, 
so when he unleashed his 
spanners on the best-selling 
Pony car, it was always going 
to be impressive. 

• As a celebration of the Cobra's 
unveiling at the 1962 New York 
motor show, the most mental 
production Mustang of all time 
will be debuting at this year's 
event as you read this. 

• It's called the Shelby 1000, 
but all you need to know 

is that it's witchcraft in a 
trucker hat. Somehow, old 
man Shelby and his gang 



have wrung 937bhp from 
a (relatively) tiny 5.4-litre 
Ford V8 - an engine that's 
usually sold with 550bhp. 

• These approaching Bugatti 
Veyron levels of grunt have 
been achieved largely thanks 
to an XL-sized Kenne Bell 
supercharger. Shelby also tore 
down the engine and replaced 
the cams and valve springs, 
machined out the cylinder 
heads and improved the 
cooling system. Which means 
62mph in 4.0 seconds and a 
top end of more than 220mph! 



And apparently, 937bhp is 
on the conservative side, 
which explains why there's 
the option to order a very 
un-road legal "1000 S/C" 
version with 1,085bhp. 
Brakes are important when 
putting the heavy foot to 
a 1.7-tonne motor, so the 
1000 wears jumbo pasty- 
sized six-piston front 
calipers and four-piston 
rears - clearly visible 
through thoroughly special 
edition forged-alloy, llin 
wide, 20in diameter rims. 
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Shelby only changed the 
lOOO's looks in the name of 
function. So, there are new 
bonnet heat extractors, 
a front splitter and rear 
diffuser, made from the 
tuner's preferred carbon fibre. 
It might seem weird that this 
car is essentially a company's 
gift to itself, but there aren't 
many blokes who a) have had 
a profound impact on the 
world of loony fast cars, and 
b) are still alive to tell the tale.

• First, decay is halted 
by pumping formalin 
into the body through

i Brian. Were you into 
combat sports from a 
young age? 

I played football and did 
~M athletics at high school 
v and college. I was always 

fascinated by combat, but the 
opportunity never presented itself. 

You enlisted into the US Marine Corps 
after college. What was your motivation? 

I grew up in a military environment, so 
my nature -was to take things seriously, 
which meant I fell out with some people 
in school. I knew I wanted »to go into the 
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forces, and the Marine Corps is the elite 
arm. It seemed like the place for me. 

How was your time in the Marines? 

For the most part, it was a tremendous 
experience. I rose to the rank of. 
infantry officer and took charge of my 
first platoon in Iraq in 2005 as part of 
Operation Matador, which took us to 
the depths of human perseverance. One 
night, I was leading the platoon to duty 
when we were ambushed by insurgents. 
We were hit by roadside bombs, grenades 
and then a car bomb destroyed the 
recovery tank that was hauling some of 
my wounded colleagues. We managed 
to get out without any fatalities, but it 
was a rough battle that I'll never forget. 

You were awarded the Silver Star [the 
third highest accolade in the -US military] 
for bravery during Operation Matador. 
That must've been a proud moment. 

It's two-sided - sure, I was proud, but 
people were seriously wounded during 
the time I made the actions for which 
I got that award. There's a young man 
who'll never walk again, and another 
who has endured three brain surgeries. 
I look back and wonder, what if I'd , 
done things differently? Maybe nobody 
would've got hurt. Unfortunately, as 
a military officer, you have to live with 
things like that. You know the deal 
when you sign up and take the job. 

At what stage did you take up MMA? 

I began training in hand-to-hand 
combat in the Marine Corps. Suddenly, 
I was introduced to wonderful 



techniques like jujitsu and muay thai, 
••-and I was hooked. I started training 
for MMA every evening after a day of 
military training, juggling my work as 
an officer by sleeping in my office to 
save travelling timq. 

J 

Did yqu ever believe you'd make it to the 
1 Ultimate Fighting Championship? 

I always watched UFC and'thought 
it'd be cool to one. day fight those top 
guys, but I never believed I'd actually 
achieve that. I remember my first 
•amateur fight - at that stage I'd only 
mastered three punches and two kicks, 
but I still managed to TKO my opponent 
in the first round. 

How does the mentality needed for 
fighting in a war zone compare to fighting 
in the Octagon? 

One thing I struggled with initially 
was making the transition from being 
a leader of a team to being an individual. 
A great MMA fighter needs to be selfish, 
to look out for number one at all times. 
I wasn't used to that. 

At what stage did you decide that it 
was time to concentrate on MMA as 
a full-time career? 

When. my first daughter was born. 
Having grown up without a father, 
I didn't want that for my children. In 
the Marines, I faced eight months away 
each year, and I wasn't prepared to 
do that any more. I'm predisposed to 
withstand and endure all sorts, of pain, 
but the one thing I cannot handle is 
missing my wife and kids.

How did the Marine 

Corps react to you r 
competing in MMA? 

My battalion commander was 
all for it, but when my fights were 
first nationally televised; the military 
lawyers suddenly sat up and took 
notice. I had to compile a declaration 
stating that I would conduct myself 
to the highest standards of an officer 
at all times while on camera. I also 
agreed that I would not qualify for 
the Marine Corps' insurance policy 
if I was injured while fighting, which 
I was more than happy to do. 



What impact have your Marine Corps 
experiences had on your fighting career? 

They shaped me as a person. Watching 
my platoon risk their lives for one another 
was the most intense and inspirational 
thing that I'll ever see. Some UFC fighters 
talk about the fear they endure before 
going into. the Octagon, but that doesn't 
come into it for me^ After everything 
I experienced at war, the fear -of an MMA 
fight is like water off a duck's back. I could 
never be concerrfed about an outcome that 
only pertains to myself - what's the worst 
that can happen?-! could lose, my pride 
could be dented, I could be injured. None 
of that compares. Nothing in UFC .is 
ever going. to hurt as much as looking 
a mother in the eyes and telling'her 
you didn't manage .to bring her son ^£
